In addi- 
tion, many of the former large 
units of the North Vietnamese 
and Vietcong armies are said to 
have reverted to guerrilla status. 


All of this, Saigon analysts 


argue, has played a part in the 
combat slowdown. It is note- 
worthy, also, that while the level 
of fighting has declined, direct 
American troop commitment also 
has been on the decline. 


These are conditions that seem 


to favor a United States initia- 
tive at this time. That, at any 
rate, is the way Mr. Nixon and 
his advisors seem to read the 
situation.

who makes the proper sugges- 
tions about how to keep them 
from progressing.

have spent their lives in terror

Fear can 
be devitalizing, and should not 
be induced into the lives of 
people who are already far 
more terrified than they should 
be. 


It is surprising how often an 


adult patient simply refuses to

child was forcibly made to opfcn

by "jamming a

h o t t e r psychological insight, 
children respond more readily 
to a few extra moments of 
patience.

But let's 
say West plays the nine instead, 
in which case dummy wins the 
queen. 


Now South must again be 


careful. If he makes the mis- 
take of continuing with the ace 
and another heart, Bast winds 
up on lead and returns a club to 
put 
the 
quietus 
on South's 


mission. 


Declarer obviously must try 


to establish dummy's hearts for 
discards, but he cannot afford 
to permit Bast, the dangerous 
opponent, to take the lead while 
the hearts are being establish- 
ed. 
, To accomplish this he should 
return to his hand with a trump 
and lead n heart again towards 
dummy. In Uie actual case West 
produces the king 
— which 


dummy ducks — and West is 
then kaput. As a matter of fact, 
if West docs not cash his ace of 
clubs now, he loses it. 


If West does not produce the 


king on the second heart lead 
(because he started with either 
three or four hearts to the 
king), South still has the con- 
tract in tow.
